Labor Shortages Cause. 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

. GARY, July 1.—A survey of the 
Calumet region from Gary to South 
Chicago brings to light the perilous 
condition of the steel industry, due 
to the lack of cars and coal, inabil- 
ity to receive and ship raw materials 
and a shortage of 10,000 common 
laborers. 


Uniess the railway and coal situa- 
tions improve steel and allied plants 
in Gary, East Chicago, Indiana 
Harbor, Hammond and Whiting, 
now operating on a day to day basis 
#0 far as care and coal and raw ma- 
terials are concerned, will have to 
shut down in order to stock up. 
Thousands of men face a period of 
unemployment. 

But a far greater industria! crisis 
than an immediate shutdown looms 
ahead. Industries are not building 
up their customary autumn and win- 
ter supplies of coal and other ma- 
terials, and unless there is a sharp 
improvement soon the great plants 
of the Calumet region 


ter. The big deterrents to produc- 
tion are: 


(1.) Railway breakdown, 
(2.) Lack of coal, due to shortage 
of cars. 


(3.) Lack of common labor. 

Steel mille and allied industries, 
including railway car and equip- 
ment planta, are on a hand-to- 
mouth basis for cars, coal and ma- 
terials. 

Although every mill and plant is 
stocked with orders which call for 
100 per cent production, the steel 
milis are operating at two-thirds 
capacity. Smaller plants are run- 
ning 30 to 76 per cent. There are 
twelve blast furnaces at Gary, eleven 
at South Chicago and four at In- 
diana Harbor. One third of the fur- 
naces are shut down. There are 
700 coke ovens at the Gary mills, 
running at two-thirds capacity. Sume 
of the rolling mills are running three 
days a week: others five. 

The railways have been breaking 
down since the big biiesard of Jan- 
uary, 1918. Since that time steel 
plants have been unable to build 
adequate fuel reserves. Then came 
the steel strike, the coal strike and 
the switchmen’s strike. The switch- 
men’s strike, while not responsibie 
primarily for the railroad collapse, 
was a blow to industry. ;
